Mt. Pulaski, which horrified the vicinity, 
and which was committed about August 
18,1882, has been in the hospital of the 
prison for several months and is said to : 


be dying from consumption. 


The facts of the triple tragedy are well j 


known. Charles McMahon, a farmer, and j 
Rol)ert Matheny and John Carlock were , 
found murdered. McMahon had been j 
blindfolded, gagged, hobbled, made to i 
suffer the tying of his hands behind his | 
back, had been removed from his home, 
and left dying from a gash in his throat. 
Matheny and Carlock had been treated 
similarly. Their bodies lay 200 yards dis- 
tant from the house and in a direction 
different from that taken by the murder- 
ers when they disposed of McMahon's 
body. All three were discovered by David 
Long, a burly farm hand. Hall when the 
murder was committed was a neighbor of 
McMnhon, 
and a remote 
connection 


through a marriage. 


Hall, who has always maintained his 


innocence, now in his illness reveals it, 
and the prison officials are struck by hia 
denials and by the story he tells. Hall 
claims that his conviction was brought 
about by the false testimony of David 
Long, who had been placed in jail with 
him to "work" him, and that Long, in the 
presence of Pres. Butler, of Bloomiugtou, 
had agreed to swear to the lie which sent 
Hall to prison. Hall further claims that 
the murders were committed by one Rob- 
ert Todd, who is now in the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary under sentence of eleven years 
from October 24,1882, for horse stealing. 
He claims that while Todd was his cell- 
mate recently ho told Hall that ho knew 
who were the perpetrators of the t riple 
murder.

TODD'S STORY 


WHS to this effect: He and four other men 
and two women were engaged in traveling 
about the country with a wagon stocked 
with tinware. Ostensibly they were ped- 
dlers. In reality they were thieves. Of 
the five men each in turn staid will' the 
women near the wagon while the others 
made nocturnal forays upon farm houses. 
The proceeds of the robberies were deliv- 
ered in the night to the persons in charge 
of the wagon. 
The perpetrators of the j 


crimes occasionally worked as farm hands 
so as to prevent suspicion. The first local- 
ity of which Todd spoke was Blooming- 


ton; 
from Bloomingtoii the parly went 


to Kenuey. 
Here Todd ond others of 


the band secured employment on farms. 
Todd worked for a man named Arm- 
strong. 
Kenuey, shortly afterward, was 


"done up," and the band disappeared. 
Maroa was visited, then other towns,such 
as Latham, on the way to Indiana, and a 
robbery occurred at, each point. Todd 
did not wiml to go to Indiana, and parted 
with the other*. 
15y so doing he saved 


himself from guilt us an accessory to the 
McMahon murder, for Ihe band, return- 
ing to Illinois, went to Ihe vicinity of Mt. 
Pulaski, nnd according to Todd's account 
killed McMnhon, Matheny and Carlock. 
Suspicion did not attach to them. They 
fled, and fleeing left no clue. Todd re-- 
joined thorn, and he noticed the women 
were restless; that they acted as if in re- 
straint, that the. men were evidently dis- 
trustful of them. He spoke of all Ihis to 
Charles St. John, another member of the 
band, and St. John confessed to him the 
murder of Ihe Ihreo men at McMahon's. 
The band had thought the latter kept a 
large sum of money in his house, and en- 
deavored to mako him and the two hired 
men tell where it was. The three had 
declared they knew nothing of any money 
in tho neighborhood. They were killed 
to prevent the identification and capture 
of the band; the killing had not been a 
part of the plan, Bui one of the men 
being recognized, it was considered nec- 
essary. 
When tho women were informed 


of the murder they wanted to leave. 
They had made gags and tied ropes to be 
used in robberies, but not in murder,they 
said, and they desired to sever connection 
with their accomplices in crimo. The 
men detained them. At one of the towns 
through which they passed, tho. women 
attempted to make a confession to the 
town officers, but the men forced them to 
desist and took them away. 


St. John is, as Hall claims, now in the 


Joliet penitentiary, under Ihe name of 
Charles Montgomery, and was admilli-d 
for a term of ten y'eurs SeplemlM-r 1'ilh, 
tor horse, stealing. 


Warden MeClaughrey had a meelmg 


brought about at Hall's reqiifht betwet-n 
an officer of Logan county and Mont- 
gomery, Hall claiming thu't Ihe latUT 
would repeat the alleged confession, but 
would not admit any knowledge of the 
crime, except what he had learned from 
the papers. 


Steps are being taken to ask for HallV 


pardon, as he cannot long survive.

pleout and learning from them all they have 
to teach, and then she can read with the ra- 
pidity of Maeaulay, who used to run his eye 
over the pages of a book or the columns of a 
newspaper, and seize out all that was good in 
them.

toward England by Senator Krantz, who was 
the director general of the exhibition then 
organizing. Sir Philip asked me if I -would 
not use my influence with Gambetta, who 
was even then the most powerful man in the 
republic, and induce him to bring such pres- 
sure to bear on Krantz that the English ex- 
hibitors -would obtain fair play.

Philip had told me his story I replied as 
follows: 'I am not surprised that French 
republicans treat you and England with 
coldness, for Englishmen at home always 
side with tho McMabon party, which wishes 
no good to the republic. Now, if the Prince 
of Wales, who is in Paris at present, will 
phow Ga.ubetta some attention, I will agree 
to do what I can to accomplish what you ask.' 
After some further argument, Sir Philip 
promised to lay the matter before the prince, 
and the next day he returned to me and said 
that his royal highness was, quit" ready to 
mako the acquaintance of tho republican 
leader, providing tbe meeiiun could take 
place later In tho year, becausu of SIMHB diplo- 
matic negotiations then in train.
